WHOLESALE IMMIGRATION.

Commissioner General of Immigra-

tion Sargent Is quoted In the current
ii, n snlnir "that Information re

cently furnished him from New York J

City and other large centers 01 popu-

lation proved the laxity with which

the immigration laws have been en-

forced In the past. He said that It
demonstrated the crying need of reme-

dial legislation by the Incoming Con-

gress to stop the tide of immigration
to this country, which promises to
overwhelm it.

"The investigations conducted In New- -

York nlone show that no less than COO

of the Doorer class of Immigrants per
mitted to land last year nt Kills Island
are now Inmates of penal and chari-

table institutions of that State, and
that 8,000 people of the same class
were sent back to Europe duilng the
current year."

It is a curious fact that every effort
is made to let Into the country the low-

est and most degraded of European
peasantry and at the same time to
annoy, hinder and harass traveling
foreigners of wealth and position. "We

have had, In Honolulu, nn example of
the systematic effort to make cabin
passengers wish they had stayed nt
home In the Customs inspection of
through baggage an Inspection which
was repeated in San Francisco, mnk-In- g

the one held here superfluous.
Foreigners naturally object to having
their clothing Inventoried to see
whether their wardrobes are larger
than they. In "their station of life," as
the law reads, are entitled to bring
with them Into the United States. The
tariff provides ,i thousand petty an-
noyances to travellers nnd while, for
the benefit of the country, it cannot be
taken off. Its administration might bo
greatly improved. And It mny be ad-
ded that the care taken not to let In
without duty too much of the products
of the pauper labor of Europe might
well be exercised against the admit-
tance of the pauper laborers them-
selves.

But It Is not. There Ib a beggar army
from 600,000 to 900,000 strong entering
the port of New York every ear nnd
spreading over the country. Already
the distinctively foreign element In the
United States Is forty-nin- e per cent of
the whole nnd In a short time, it the
bars to Immigration are not put up, it
will be In a majority. The presence of
vast numbers of unasslmllated foreign-
ers of alien speech and training cannot
but have a bad effect upon distinctively
American rule. Wo shall hear of
Italy's vote, Hungary' vote. Ger
many's vote and the like, and less of
the American vote. And in times of
financial hardship our new citizens will
Inevitably swell the dangerous army
of the unemployed. They add to the
elements of danger to the peace und to
the republic Itself,

AMERICAN SUGAR IMPORTATIONS.

More than five billion poundn of su-

gar, valued at over one hundred mil-

lion dollars, was brought Into the
United Slates In the fiscal year Just
ended. This Is a Inrgcr Imortntlin
of rugar than nt nny prcedlng vear
In the history of the country, nnd the
value Is greater than In any preceding
year except the Importations of lfcDI.

1893 and 1894. These figures include the
sugar brought to the mainland from
Porto Rico and the Hawaiian Islands;
nnd while the figures of the shipments
from Porto Rico and the Hawaiian Isl-

ands are not Included In the official

statement of Imports, they nre prop-

erly Included In the statement to show
the quantity of sugar coming Into the
United States. The total number of
pounds of sugar brought Into the
United States during the year was, ns
Bhovvn by the records of the Depart-
ment of Commerce nnd Labor through
Its Bureau of Statistics, 5,217.077,034,

while In no earlier year In the history
of the country has the Importation of
sugar over reached five billion pounds.

The largest Importation In nny earlier
year was thnt of 1897, when the total
was 4,918,905,733 pounds. Adding to the
enormous Importation of 1903 Blx hun-

dred million pounds ns the domestic
production, would give a total supply of
G,817,OQO,000 pounds for the year, or suf
ficient to furnish an average of seventy-t-

wo pounds for each Individual in
the United States, estimating the pres-

ent population nt eighty millions.
The record of sugar Importations for

the year differs materially In certain
nspects from that of enrller years. The
total Importation of beet sugar dur
ing the year was only eighty-seve- n

million pounds, against two hundred
and fifty-fiv- e millions In the fiscal year
1902 nnd nine hundred nnd eight mil-
lions In the fiscal year 1901. Cane su-
gar of courso composed the remainder,
and the enne sugar importations of the
flscnl year, exclusive of that brought
from Porto Rico nnd the Hawaiian
Islands, nmounted to 4,075,000,000
pounds ngalnst 2,085,000.0(10 n the fiscal
year 190 anJ 2,95G,000,000 In 1901,

From Porto Rico the total sugar
brought Into the United States amount-
ed to 220,143,508 pounds, valued at

and from the Hawaiian Islands,
774,S25,420 pounds, valued at $25,310,CS1
Thus, the total quantity of sugar sup-
pled by Porto Rico nnd the Hawaiian
Islands nmounted to one billion pounds
or about one-fift- h of the total binught
into the country, Its value being nearly
thirty-thre- e million dollars.

Another mat kid chnnirieHntli of the
year's production ut sugar Is the fact
that tho price of sugar brought fiom
foreign countiles has averaged lower
than In any preceding jear. The ofTl- -
clnl statements of the Bureau of Stntlh- -
tlcs have for many oars bhovvn the
"average cost per pound In foreign
country" of the sugar Imported. This
average cost wns in 1S72 and 1S73 over
five cents per pound. Tiom thnt period
It ranged downwind, averaging four
and a fraction cents per pouiicl, until
1SS3 when the cost first fell below four
cents, being In 1851, 3 C cents per pound.
From that date forward it ranced
downwind, In some years falling below
three cents per pound, the figure for
1S94 being 2 9 cents ns the yeai's aver-
age i ate of cost. By 1901 the movement
was still slowly downward, the aver-ag- o

rate for 1901 being 2 3 cents per
pound, mhilo In 1902 the average cost
wns 1 S2 cents per pound, ami In the
fiscal j ear Just ended the nvernge cost
in the countiy of production of thesugar Imported fiom foreign countrieswns 1.71 cents per pound, which Is
lower th in In any preceding year.

REFORESTATION.
The coming here of Wm. L. Hall, nn

expert forester whose position under
the Federal government gives him ofll-cl- al

standing, will, wc trust, mark the
beginning of n definite and continuous
policy of reforestation In Haw-all- .

Within tho memory of men now in
middle life say forty-fiv- e years ago
the rainfall of these Islands was much
greater than It now Is, due to the pres-
ence of densa forests of which tho
uplands have been all but denuded
since. In that day the great Walanne
range, so much of which Is now bare,
was luxuriantly clad and at a little
earlier period the Wohlawa district
was heavily wooded. All of the Isl-

ands of the group have a similar story
to tell a decreasing rainfall coincident
with a decrenslng forest area. As a
result many of our great agricultural
enterprises have been forced to adept
costly Irrigation systems.

Most of the forest destruction has
been cnused by cattle and sheep. There
are those who dispute this fact on the
ground that large trees, which cattle
could not hurt by their movements or
their quest of food, nre dying ns rap-
idly as saplings. But close Inoulry
shows that the two effects spring from
the same cause. Hawaii Is not a coun-
try like the Eastern part of the United
States where water can be found at
the depth of eight or nine feet Into
which the roots of trees make their
way and get continual refreshment;
but a country or surface moisture,
where the roots of trees spread hori
zontally from the trunk but a little
way underground. This surface moist-
ure induces a rank Brawth of ferns
which protects the soli above the roots
and keeps its moisture from drying up
under the heat of a tropical sun. Now
When cattle and Bheep Invade the for-
ests they eat the ferns and leave the
soil to dry up quickly after a rain.
Trees, deprived of their customary
moisture, their roots half baked, nat-
urally pine and die; and as, by this
process, the forests disappear, the rain-
fall Itself decreases.

If such forests as the Territory has
left can be fenced In, the death of thetrees will stop and it should be easy
to extend their area Into enclosed
tracts of denuded ground, thus restor-
ing as much of the old wooded district
as the interests of Hawaii may e.

For this work the active
of the Tederal Buieau of Torefitry of
which Mr. Hall is an employe,
will be indispensable,

TODAY'S EXECJTION.

The hanging today of Tanbara GIsj-bui- o
for the brutal murder of Captalr

Jorgpn J. Jacobsen of the schooner
Fred. J. Wood will be the first legal
execution in Hawaii Under the Federal
statutes and also of any kind since
the organisation of the Territory. Th
last hanging under the laws of the
islands occuired sK years ago, wheo
the murderer of Dr. Smith of Kaua'
wus executed in Oahu prison.

This official execution today 6houK
be n valuable object lesson for the Ter
ritory. Not only does it show that law
and order must be maintained within
the Territory, but also that the aim
of the law embraces the sea as well,
and that murder upon an American
ship Is punished Just as surely and
even mine quickly than one where the
law IS enforced by the regulaily con-
stituted guardians of the peace.

Tanbara had a taste of Amerlcnn
law even before he touched an Amer-
ican port. Caught almost In the act
of murder with a bloody knife still in
his hand, the llrfct mate of the vessel
oidered his arrest and placed him in
the hold of the ship in irons. He was
put on trial before a Jury chosen from
the ship's crew, given an Impartial
hearing and by the Jury sentenced to
be hanged. But the crew left the
hanging for Judge Estee and the Unit-
ed States Court and did not go qutto
to the extreme In fulfilling the Judg-
ment pronounced by the ship's court.

The Japanese are said to have no
fear of death, and Tanhata has cer-

tainly not shown any lo&J of cour.ii,
up to the very day of his doom. He
has been stolid and Indifferent through
it all. But though the Japanese ordin-
arily brave death, it Is vastly differ-
ent to meet it on the battlefield cr even
In a personal encounter, than Ignomln-iousl- y

on the gnllows. Tanbara has
apparently no fi lends among the l eo-p- le

of his own race, and his execution
may serve to check to som" extent the
prevalent homicidal mania which ap-

pears to be on the Inciease among the
lower classes of Japanese In Haw-all- .

V. C. Peters, since appointed Depu-
ty Attorney General, was associated
with C. F. Reynolds for the defense at
the trial and after the departure of
Reynolds carried on the appeal with
Mr. Douthltt. In a letter to the Gov-

ernor Mr. Peters advocates commuta-
tion of the sentence, saying there are
not more than five states In the Union
where the trial Judge has not the op-

tion, unlike In Hawaii, of sentencing
to life imprisonment as the alterna-
tive of capital punishment.

Charles Christiansen, an eyewitness
of the murder who was never called
to give evidence, has waited on the
Governor to Influence him against tl
carrying out of the death penalty. He
declares from what he saw nnd heard
nt the killing of Watson that Ferris
acted In e. His reasons for
not offering his evidence are that he
was not called upon for It and thai
Meyer, nt whose lodging house the
homicide took place, kept him from
testifying when in control of his means
of livelihood. Christiansen further
throws grave doubt on the truth of
the evidence given by Meyer and his
wife.
